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Maryland Racing Letter

Atrocious weather, which resulted in off 
tracks on 24 of the first 44 days of the 50- 
day joint meeting of Maryland’s major race 
I tracks at Laurel, failed to dampen the en¬ 
thusiasm of the public for racing and the 
long session must be termed a distinct suc¬ 
cess. And this despite strong opposition 
! from New York during the entire meet¬ 
ing. 

Laurel, which never had averaged more 
than $4()(),()()() per day in wagering, wound 
tip the long session with a daily play of 
around $7()(),()0() which certainly must be 
regarded as eminently satisfactory to the 
I four managements which put on the show. 

While this did not quite compare with 
the high play at Pimlico in the last two 
tneetings here at the plant of the Maryland 
f Jockey Club, nonetheless it was excellent 
considering the fact that Laurel had no 
I transportation facilities for its patrons, 

whereas Pimlico can be reached by street 
. car. 

Maryland did not fare at all badly in 
f the matter of putting on display the better 
horses in the various divisions. Laurel pat- 
' tons got to see E. R. Bradley’s Busher win 
I the Selima, to establish a good claim to the 
i two-year-old filly championship while 

Crispin Oglebay’s Price Level, one of the 
pretenders to this throne also ran at the 
meet. 

November, 1944 


Calumet Farm’s Twilight Tear made 
two appearances winning the Queen Isa¬ 
bella and bowing to Brookmeade’s Dare 
Me in the Maryland Handicap. 

Among the handicap runners, Maryland 
crowds got to see A. S. Hewitt’s rejuvenated 
Some Chance score in the Havre de Grace 
Handicap while Charles Turner’s Bon Jour, 
the bargain horse winner of Garden State’s 
$5(),0()() Trenton Handicap, made his 
presence felt by winning the Bryan & 
O’Hara. 

Richard Johnson’s Petee Dee, a late de¬ 
velopment among the home-bred two-year- 
olds, accounted for the Maryland Futurity 
and another important triumph for the 
State forces was that of Mrs. R. H. Heighe’s 
Adroit in the W. P. Burch Memorial Han¬ 
dicap. 

Steeplechasing did not fare so well, few 
jumpers being available for the overnight 
events so only a few were offered but the 
three stakes brought out good fields and 
resulted in fine contests. 

Two new stallions were installed on 
Maryland farms during October. They 
were Swing and Sway, a former Greentree 
Stable performer who now stands at The 
Caves, Janon Fisher’s place and Mr. Bones, 
another stud from the Whitney family, 
who heads the list at Danny Shea’s Merry- 
land Farm.

Robert J. Martin, a Baltimore lad of 16, 
made his riding debut at Laurel not long 
ago. He is under contract to H. Guy Bed- 
well, the veteran trainer from Savage and 
had been galloping horses for Bedwell for 
about a year prior to his first appearance 
in silks. 

George Brown, Jr., who has served in 
the stewards stands in Maryland for a good 
many years, is reported planning to sell 
out the horses who have been racing in 
Mrs. Brown’s name. Mr. and Mrs. Brown 
were among those affected by a recent rul¬ 
ing of the Racing Commission that no of¬ 
ficial of any meet shall race horses in his 
own name, or in the name of his wife, dur¬ 
ing the meeting at which he serves. 

William Jubb, a Baltimorean who has 
been with mumel crews in many parts of 
the country after getting his start with the 
outfit presided over by Mort Mahony, was 
named manager of the betting department 
at Gulfstream Park, the third Florida park 
which comes back into action this year on 
December 1, after having been idle since 
its disastrous four-day meeting of some 
years back. 

Joseph A. Farrell, general manager of 
Bowie, who was coqfined by serious illness 
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during most of the summer, is recovering 
nicely and has taken in the races on a 
couple of occasions. Still weak from a i 
major operation, Farrell plans to rest up | 
until spring before resuming his full duties 
with the Bowie and Marlboro racing asso¬ 
ciations. 

Death of Thomas J. Healey at his home 
in Holmdel, N. J., was a distinct loss to 
racing and there were innumerable expres- | 
sions of regret over his passing by the men , 
who were at Laurel when the word was 
received. 

Healey had served as steward at Laurel 
and Pimlico and as director of racing for 
one season at the Maryland Jockey Club 
plant. Known to literally thousands of 
horsemen and race-goers, Healey was ad¬ 
mired and respected by all. Despite his 
fame as the trainer of four Preakness win- ■ 
ners and of victors in most of the coun- [ 

try’s big stakes, Healey never looked down | 

on those less fortunate and his benefactions [ 
were many. [

When George Brown, Jr., resigned as i 
steward at Laurel because of the pressure 
of personal business, William L. Harron 
was named to serve with Wilmer Brinton 
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representing the Commission and Joseph 
F. Flanagan, representing Laurel. A little 
later it was announced that Pimlico had 
named Brown as its man in the stand for 
the meeting November 1-25 and then 
Brown and Brinton once more named Har- 
ron as third man for that session. 

Jockey Lloyd Knapp, Marylander who 
has been riding for a good many seasons, 
including several for Alfred Gwynne Van¬ 
derbilt, passed his physical examination for 
Army service and at this writing was await¬ 
ing his call to duty. Knapp is 33 years 
old. 

Prize yarn of the season was that when 
Yancey Christmas rushed to the secretary’s 
office to enter E. C. Eastwood’s Challamore 
in the W. P. Burch Memorial Handicap, 
only to find his watch had stopped and he 
Was too late, the race having been closed 
and the entries drawn. 

Charley Shaw, the Bel Air trainer who 
has the string of Cedar Farm, owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. John Bromley, lost a highly 
useful performer when the filly Red Won¬ 
der died of an athletic heart, shortly after 
running unplaced in a race at Laurel. 

W. L. Brann, master of Glade Valley 
Farm at Walkersville, didn’t see his colors 
carried to victory in the Maryland Handi¬ 
cap when Twilight Tear was defeated but 
at least he had the satisfaction of knowing 
that Dare Me, the Brookmeade Farm filly 
who won the race, was bred at his place in 
Maryland. <4; 

Robert F. Curran, Silver Spring trainer 
who was the victim of a gunman’s attack 
during the Garden State meeting, recov¬ 
ered sufficiently to take over the condition¬ 
ing of the horses in his care during the 
Laurel meeting. 

John Bosley, Jr., after spending the sum¬ 
mer in New York took over the horses of

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A Hunting Story 


Dear Readers: 

Another October has passed; the month 
that hunters dream of during the long sum¬ 
mer; the month of unseasonable heat, snow¬ 
storms, or floods. This is a bit of an exag¬ 
geration but I am sure that anyone’s hunt 
diary of October’s meets would show a wide 
variety of complaints against the weather. 
First it was too dry; then too hot, and final¬ 
ly rain fell in torrents. On the very nastiest 
of Saturdays, when Maryland was deep with 
mud and a soaking rain still fell, the How¬ 
ard Countians regretfully resorted to their 
firesides for this was the day of their open¬ 
ing meet. Consequently the start of regular 
hunting in Howard County was postponed 
till the last Saturday in October. 

1 have but a brief report of a day’s sport 
with the Elkridge-Harford, described by 
William Grant, the whip, as one of the best 
days so far. It was the Wednesday of Oc¬ 
tober 4th, when hounds met at Park’s gate 
at 8 A. M. The 19 Vi couples drew past 
Schluderberg’s barracks and soon found. 
They circled and then hounds drove him 
through the Wareheim farm where an 
Angus sale was in progress. As a result the 
field was diverted and took to the road 
rather than add the confusion of a dozen or 
more galloping horses to a cattle sale. For¬ 
tunately hounds circled back to Park’s, 
across the race track then over to Sid Wa¬ 
ters and the Griswolds. Eventually they 
wound around again to Wareheim’s with 
scarcely a breathing spell. As the line was 
unraveled it led them in the same complete 
circle for a second time. Only the hunt staff 
was with the pack now for the field had 
been lost on the first trip around. The run 
lasted for an hour and ten minutes and it 
was figured that approximately ten miles 
was covered with twenty-four fences. This 
was a good run in any man’s language. The 
season for regular hunting with Elkridge 
opens on November 4th, and until then the 
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hounds will continue to meet in the morn- 
ing. 

The Green Spring Valley Hunt Club has 
been showing the members very enjoyable 
sport. One of the best days so far was the 
Saturday of October l4th, when hounds 
met at the Elmer Louis farm. Grace Miller, 
M. F. H., led the field of familiar followers, 
including Mrs. J. W. Y. Martin, Mrs. Stuart 
Janney, Jr., Peggy Hoen, Hugo Hoffmann, 
and Edward Rockefeller. Hounds drew 
the coverts leading toward Bosley’s Church, 
through Ivan Marty’s, and found when they 
were near Bill Stephan’s farm. They were 
soon away in a flood of music and the line 
carried them toward the Cold Bottom 
Road and Carney Hill. The field was led 
on a long, hard, gallop with many fences 
as hounds set a burning pace until their 
quarry was put to earth near Belfast. Hunts¬ 
man Otis Hayes then moved off to draw 
again toward Marty’s where another fox 
was routed. This time the spurt was brief, 
for the fox ducked in after a short chase. 
By then it was nearly dusk so hounds w^ere 
lifted for the day and the field wended its 
way back to the home country. The rolling 
hills and open fields which surround Bos¬ 
ley’s church and Hayfields now offer the 
very best of sport to Green Spring follow¬ 
ers. A few years ago this upper country 
was unopened for fox hunters but the large 
coverts, filled with foxes, held every 
promise. During the past few seasons much 
paneling has been done in this territory 
and when hounds go away now the fields 
are able to keep them in view. The fences 
are naturally stiffer and higher than those 
in the old country where the seasons have 
allowed the post and rails to sink. I am 
told there is one known as the Coffin Jump 
which requires a bold horse and a game 
rider for the jump stands nearly five feet 
with the take off out of a plowed field. I am 
sure I would feel that I was jumping into 
my coffin when riding towards this fence 
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but that is not the reason it was given this 
name. Instead it was thus christened be¬ 
cause of its shape which is similar to a 
chicken coop, only flat across the top. 

So far this season the Green Spring 
hounds have not hunted down near the 
Caves but a meet is scheduled for Novem¬ 
ber. When the Caves Valley is hunted there 
are always additions to the field. The Gar¬ 
rison Forest School girls welcome a meet 
within hacking distance and Green Spring’s 
ex-master Janon Fisher generally takes an 
afternoon off to follow. 

I hear that Fort Meade, Maryland, was 
turned into a hunting country during the 
horse show and the cry of the Green Spring 
hounds found competition in the cheers of 
the G. I.’s. Grace Miller and Otis Hayes 
first showed the hounds in the ring and 
then followed by a field of showing hunt¬ 
ers. They cast the pack through a nearby 
field where a drag had been laid. The two 
hour old line carried them away at a great 


pace leading huntsman, master, and field 
over much of the neighboring country in 
full view of an enthusiastic audience. The 
letters of appreciation are still being re¬ 
ceived from the men stationed at Fort 
Meade. A greater understanding and clear¬ 
er picture of the sport is still fresh in the 
minds of many who before had never seen 
a hunt. 

In the Western tip of the Green Spring 
country we find the Hampstead Hunt Club. 
The followers of this unrecognized pack 
are mostly resident of the Hampstead area 
and all are keenly interested in hunting for 
the love of sport. It was in 1938 that the 
growing interest in hunting became ap¬ 
parent among these farming people. So 
rather than go ahead as outlaws in the 
Green Spring country, those with a desire 
to become organized called upon Jack 
Shaw, M. F. H., and Otis Hayes, huntsman, 
of the Green Spring. Edward Morris and 
Charles Rogers of Hampstead discussed the

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situation with the Green Spring staff and 
permission was granted them to hunt. At 
that time half of the pack was retained by 
Emory Albaugh and the other half by 
Edward Morris. During the same year of 
1938 the Hampstead Hunt became incor¬ 
porated and the original organizers were 
appointed to offices. Edward Lee was the 
first president; Charles Rogers, secretary, 
and Joseph Allender, M. F. H. 

The enthusiastic followers of the Hamp¬ 
stead hounds sensed the growth of organi¬ 
zation in their club and as a result fewer 
appeared on mule-back and blue jeans were 
replaced by hunting boots. The club was 
now running more on the order of one 
which is recognized. 

Today the ten couples of fox hounds are 
kenneled at Edward Morris’. We find 
Roland Brooks, president, who by the way 
has been very instrumental in the progress 
of Hampstead since its start. George Strick¬ 
land is secretary and Dr. G. D. Resh, treas¬ 
urer. There have been as many as eighteen 
or twenty in the fields this year, due to the 
fact that the followers only need saddle up 
and hack to the meets. William Houck is 
joint M. F. H. along with the original mas¬ 
ter, Joseph Allender. Among the regulars 
in the field are Mrs. Houck and Mrs. Regi¬ 
nald Couzens. 

The annual Hampstead Hunt horse show 
has grown with equal rapidity and with as 
much success as the club. This year a farm 
was purchased by the Hunt and it is 
planned that by next summer their perma¬ 
nent show grounds will be built there. They 
also plan, in due time, to remodel the farm 
house for use as a club. Quite a bit of panel¬ 
ing has been done and the country general¬ 
ly opened up through use as a hunting 
country. So it is that we find these .sections 
of the Green Spring country being hunted 
steadily, the upper country near Bosley’s 
Church and the Western section near 
Hampstead. It proves that hunting is con¬ 
stantly moving deeper into the country, 
constantly seeking the freedom of open 
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farm land. The sport has met with success 
in its changing of countries chiefly through 
the good will and understanding between 
the farmer and hunter. So long as these 
factors prevail a club’s foundations are 
solid. 

New Owner for Elberton Hill 

When Ernest G. "Bud” Hackney went 
into the army he leased his mares to 
Adolphe Pons, sold his yearlings and rac¬ 
ing stock, and about closed out his Thor¬ 
oughbred holdings at Elberton Hill, Dar¬ 
lington. The farm, a well appointed estab¬ 
lishment of 150 acres of good Harford 
County land, has now been sold by Hack¬ 
ney to G. Ray Bryson, who will use the 
place as an annex to his Elray Farm at 
Kingsville, whose main barn was burned 
last Spring, causing overcrowding of the 
Bryson Thoroughbreds. Under the Hack¬ 
ney ownership Elberton Hill was im¬ 
proved in every way, its pastures receiving 
particular attention, the result being that 
Hackney’s homebreds held their own in 
competition wherever their owner raced 
them. 

Certificates and The Stud-Book 

In answer to the many queries directed 
towards this office about the registration 
certificates of the foals of 1943, Registrar 
Fred J. E. Klees writes from the offices of 
The Jockey Club that he has been utterly 
swamped with an excess of detail work in 
connection with Volume XVIII of the Stud 
Book, while at the same time participating 
in the general shortage of competent help- 
Anything short of complete accuracy is ab¬ 
horrent to Mr. Klees, who insists, in the 
interest of all, that the present high stand¬ 
ard of careful check and double check on 
each and all points be maintained in the 
matter of registration certificates, however, 
long the job takes to do. 

Mr. Klees advises that certificates are be- 
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ing furnished as fast as their applications 
can be handled, with sales animals having 
the preference. In the main certificates will 
not be required before spring, unless the 
horse is destined for winter racing or the 
sales ring. The long awaited appearance 
of Volume XVIII of the Stud Book, prom¬ 
ised by the printers for mid-September, 
then for October, is now hoped for by the 
end of November. Publication of such a 
Work in these times is a wearying task, but 
The Jockey Club and their printers are do¬ 
ing their best and ask the continued indul¬ 
gence of breeders. 

If you need the certificates for your 1943 
foals for sale or winter racing, a note to Mr. 
Klees will receive prompt attention. If the 
certificates are not urgently needed they 
will be along in due time. 

Front RoyaTs Finish 

By the first of December the Quarter- 
niaster Corps’ Remount Depot, located at 
Front Royal, Virginia, will be but a shell 
of its former self, with its top breeding 
stock shipped to Fort Robinson, Nebraska, 
its famous Veterinary Research Laboratory 
about to be closed and only the issue stal¬ 
lions of the Eastern Remount Area and a 
hundred-odd turned out private mounts 
left on the thirty-year-old post. Final sale 
of the surplus stock at Royal will be held 
September 13, at George Wallihan’s yard 
at Front Royal, when approximately 250 
head of issue horses and mules will be of¬ 
fered as well as 65 head of the Depot’s 
breeding stock. 

Front Royal will be missed by Eastern 
horsemen who for years have had the habit 
of dropping in at the post to discuss horse 
niatters with the staff of remount officers 
and veterinarians, whose advice has been 
of value to many a breeder and owner. The 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association bent 
great efforts to the task of trying to save 
the Research Laboratory for the East, but 
We learn it is to be transferred elsewhere. 
The work that has been done by Major 
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Jones and his staff on periodic ophthalmia 
is of great value. Moved West, where there 
is little of the disease, the research will suf¬ 
fer. Front Royal is a wartime casualty 
along with numerous other military instal¬ 
lations of all sorts and sizes. It is true that 
its functions can be easily handled by Rob¬ 
inson and Reno, as far as process and issue 
are concerned, but Front Royal was the 
last remaining Eastern contact with a fast 
vanishing Army horse picture. We shall 
miss the frequent cheery visits we have 
made there for close to a score of years. 

Gittings Finals 

The 1944 show season finished up Oc¬ 
tober 29 when the contestants for the finals 
of the Gittings Horsemanship Trophy class 
came before Judges Thomas T. Mott, of 
Bethesda, and Henry A. Dentry at the lat¬ 
ter’s place on the Dulany Valley Road at 
Towson. A course had been arranged 
whose eight fences was calculated to try 
the ability of the riders, this resulting in 
some of what racing men call "form re¬ 
versals.’’ The judges emphasized correct 
form over the fences and called little 
Jacqueline Ewing, of Riderwood, the best 
with Jimmy Wilson, of Baltimore, the 
runner-up. There was a good crowd of 
spectators out to see the event run off, there 
being 16 contestants for the award. The 
trophies will be presented November 24 
when the Association’s annual dinner meet¬ 
ing will be held at the Park Plaza Hotel.

Tracks and Trainers 

By Job H. Palmer, 

Executive Secretary American Trainers^

As far as the American Trainers' Asso¬ 
ciation has a planned campaign, its im¬ 
mediate objectives center largely on two 
matters. Perhaps it would be better to say 
that, with whatever campaign, two matters 
are considered most important. 

The first of these regards track condi¬ 
tions, a phase which includes not only the 
racing strips themselves, but the general

situation on the back stretch—accommoda¬ 
tions for grooms, track kitchens, and gen¬ 
eral sanitary conditions. The matter of liv¬ 
ing conditions for stablemen has gone con¬ 
siderably past humanitarian considerations; 
help is difficult enough to get at best, and 
unless a groom is offered reasonably pleas¬ 
ant living quarters and decent food at a 
price within his reach, he is extremely like¬ 
ly to abandon the race track for some other 
sphere of activity. 

But you will find horsemen somewhat 
more intimately interested in the racing 
strips. The objections are generally of three 
sorts. On some tracks the pan or hard base 
of the tracks, through harrowing or other 
cause, has become badly ridged, offering a 
sort of corrugated surface. When a horse 
cuts through the cushion, as he may do in 
wet weather, he strikes a footing which is 
no longer even; it takes no great stretch of 
the imagination to understand the strain 
which even a slight twist, at racing speed, 
places on a horse's underpinning. The sec¬ 
ond objection is that some tracks are cut 
too deeply—and that an excessively deep 
cushion is a virtual invitation to a racer to 
bow a tendon. The third is that, even on 
tracks which have a good base and a satis¬ 
factory cushion, the top soil is allowed to 
work into an uneven distribution, either as 
the result of prolonged harrowing without 
regrading, or because of the natural wash 
of rains. This may result in a track on which 
the going along the rails is much softer 
than that farther out on the track, or it may 
have the effect of causing a horse to pass 
suddenly from a shallow to a deep cushion 
or vice versa. 

What to do? The matter is largely up to 
the track themselves, once they have thor¬ 
oughly advised of trainers' opinions, and it 
must be remembered that the tracks also 
have a stake in the matter. It takes no very 
profound observer to see that the handciap 
division has been badly spent this year, and 
there are not so many top 3-year-olds 
around as to suggest that any remaining

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stakes for them will, have to be split into 
two divisions. How much of this is due to 
faulty track conditions it is impossible to 
say. At Chicago last summer Major Thomas 
McCreery said that about half the cheap 
horses now in racing are cheap largely be¬ 
cause they are unsound, and "I do not hesi¬ 
tate to say that many of these horses are 
unsound because of the tracks’ conditions.” 

Just to be vulgarly commercial about the 
thing, there have been a good many im¬ 
portant stakes run this year in which no 
show pool could be sold because of the 
small number of entries. An extra horse, 
in several of these, would have made such 
a pool possible. And, such is the magni¬ 
tude of racing at the present, an extra show 
pool or two would have paid the annual 
salary of a track specialist. If an improved 
track could keep only three or four more 
first-class horses in racing condition through 
the season, the effort would be justified on 
an economic as well as a sporting basis. 

The other item which currently engages 
the attention of the American Trainers’ As¬ 
sociation is an effort to obtain a more care¬ 
ful examination of those who apply for 
licenses to train. Just now the effort is in 
an exploratory stage; an examination of 
the requirements in the various racing states 
is in progress, and the licensing commit¬ 
tee which is to represent the National As¬ 
sociation of State Racing Commissioners 
will no doubt receive a good many recom¬ 
mendations. In this connection, the train¬ 
ers’ organization would be glad to have sug¬ 
gestions from trainers—members or not— 
who are intimately familiar with the abuses 
of present licensing systems. 

The immediate emphasis is on character 
rather than ability, though the latter is not 
at all to be disregarded. But as the matter 
is viewed now, the danger to racing is less 
from trainers who are not thoroughly pre¬ 
pared to train horses efficiently, than from 
the entry into racing of persons who, now 
or ever, are no credit to the sport. Racing 
at the moment, and probably for some 
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years to come, is easy money—or at least 
it looks to be—and it is consequently in 
particular danger of attracting undesirables. 

Horse Show Season 

A total of twenty-four member shows of 
the Association of Maryland Horse Shows 
were held in various parts of the state. Com¬ 
petition was generally keen and entries in 
all classes were large. At a great many of 
our shows horses from nearby states were 
attracted thus adding to the sport. The 
Maryland Hunter Show, a three day affair, 
held at the Worthington Valley Show 
Grounds, was claimed by many exhibitors 
to be one of the best shows held in the 
East this year. 

The champion hunter of the state of 
Maryland for the season, 1944, with a 
total of 214 points, is Camp owned by 
Charles C. Freeland of Baltimore, Mary¬ 
land, and ridden throughout the season by 
Linky Smith. The reserve champion 
hunter with 176 points is Cherry 
Bounce, owned and ridden by Miss Pa¬ 
tricia Firer, of Towson, Maryland. This 
horse was Reserve Champion for the year 
1943 and Champion for the year 1942 
of the State of Maryland. 

The Champion Jumper with a total of 
93 points, is Black Flier, owned by

her life. Linky’s sister, Eileen, was one of 
Limerick’s first riders and is one of her 
most enthusiastic boosters. To Eileen she 
was just a little different from other ponies. 
According to her she was “made well, did 
everything well, and always went well over 
tricky courses. “One of their best wins to¬ 
gether was at Warrenton in about 1941, 
where Lace was Reserve Champion Pony.

Frederick's Percheron Show 

The Percheron Exhibit at the Great 
Frederick Fair, at Frederick, Maryland, on 
Sept. 27 th was described by Judge Prof. 
Don Kays, of Columbus, Ohio, as "the 
best Percheron show I have seen this year." 
This statement meant a great deal to local 
exhibitors as Prof. Kays is ranked among 
the top judges in the country. Forty-three 
mares, stallions, and young stock were ex¬ 
hibited. The number probably will rank 
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high among shows this year. The past two 
Frederick Exhibits were the 6th and 7th 
largest in the nation. 

The excellent black stallion Etudiant, 
Jr., was shown by Mastin Long to first 
prize aged stallion.

Caypsdragetude, shown by Monocacy 
Farms, was second prize aged stallion and 
and Reserve Senior Champion. 

Etudiant Junior and Calypsdragetude 
teamed together to win the produce of dam 
for Monocacy’s aged mare Clara. Clara had 
a six months’ old colt that stood fifth in 
class, so at the age of 22 Clara had a sixteen 
year old son as Reserve Senior Champion at 
the same time a six months’ old colt was 
shown. In foal again, and working every 
day, Clara is a fine example of the longe¬ 
vity and indestructibility of the Percherons. 
Sir Laet, Jr., shown by Ben Watkins III, 
was first prize 2-year-old and Junior Cham¬ 
pion Stallion.

Stadacona's Stallions 

It has been almost three years since, 
Charlie Williams having left home to de¬ 
vote his whole time to duties of war neces¬ 
sity, that Mrs. Williams sold out the Thor¬ 
oughbred stock from Stadacona Farm at a 
Pimlico sale and announced the family’s 
temporary retirement from the breeding in¬ 
dustry in the state. Now from Mrs. Wil¬ 
liams comes word that she is going back 
into the game, and with a band of good 
stock to work with, though the Thorough¬ 
breds coming to the Worthington Valley 
farm will be boarders, rather than owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Williams. 

For some time a longtime friend of the 
family, Mr. W. H. Laboyteaux, of Red 
Bank, New Jersey, has been importuning 
Mrs. Williams to take a stallion and some 
mares from New Jersey to Stadacona, and 
this that lady has at last decided to do, 
though there will be two stallions instead 
of one. Heading the group to come down 
will be the excellently bred * Piping Rock, 
*a seven-year-old son of Fairway and the 
good stakes winner and producer. Eclair, 
who was half-sister of * Jacopo and * Foray, 
the trio being from that great producer. 
Black Ray, than whose the Stud Book 
boasts no finer blood. ^Piping Rock ran in 
stakes in England and in this country 
showed he had stamina as well as speed in 
winning the 2-mile Daingerfield Handicap 
in 3.27. The line of Phalaris is one English 
line that has proven highly successful in 
this country. Coming as he does from such 
a scintillating family on his dam’s side, 
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* Piping Rock must be accorded every right 
to become a successful sire, having, in ad¬ 
dition, retired absolutely sound. He has 
had two seasons at the Laboyteaux stud, 
Hop Creek Farm, and will stand at the 
moderate fee of $200, with stakes winners, 
and dams of winners, at half price. 

Less well known is the second stallion 
to come to Stadacona, Laugh Clown, a son 
of Caruso and Caricature, brother of Pag- 
liacci, and winner, by eight lengths, of his 
only start, as a two-year-old. George 
Odom, who trained him, states that Laugh 
Clown was a horse of tremendous speed, 
but it was impossible to get him back to 
the races, so Mr. Laboyteaux wants to give 
the horse a chance at stud. He will, accord¬ 
ingly, stand free to approved mares. 

There are ten mares to accompany the 
stallions to Maryland, they being headed 
by the high class Imperatrice, winner of 
close on to $4(),()()(). Imperatrice is a daugh¬ 
ter of Caruso and Cinquepace by Brown 
Bud. Others among the mares include 
Escarpment, by Diavolo out of Escutcheon; 
Flying Banner, by Pennant; Highclere, by 
Jack High; Join Us, by *Teddy; On Tap, 
by On Watch; Overture, by Whisk Broom 
II; Royal Bit, by *Royal Minstrel; Shel¬ 
tered Lady, by Sun Flag, and *Vale Vale, 
by Blandford. 

The whole group is expected to be domi¬ 
ciled at Stadacona by the first of December. 
There they will be looked after by that 
competent stud groom, Noah Gill, who re¬ 
turns to his old location after several years 
at the Three Cousins Farm. 

Sherwood Horse and Pony Show 

September twenty-third dawned cool 
and almost clear for the Sherwood Horse 
and Pony Show, which was held on the 
Worthington Valley Show Grounds at 
Shawan. Judged throughout the day by 
Danny Shea and Claude Owens, the classes 
got under way promptly at nine with the 
Lead Rein Pony Class, won again by Mrs. 
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W. Graham Boyce’s Tom Thumb. J. Car- 
roll Tischinger’s Twinkle, on one of her 
winning streaks, won the Pony Hack and 
was second in the Lead Rein, Pony Jump¬ 
ing and Touch and Out, and was crowned 
Champion Pony. It was a good day for 
Nancy Di Paula, too, as her Gypsy Prin¬ 
cess placed third in the Lead Rein and 
Pony Hack, and first in the Pony Jumper 
and Touch and Out, thus accumulating 
enough points for the Reserve Champion¬ 
ship.

The Editor's Saddle-Bag 

September 13. After leaving Washing¬ 
ton late last night we got to Charleston, 
S. C., this morning, to find it hot and 
sticky, after Maryland’s cool. After look¬ 
ing over the horses assembled by Lt. Ed 
Daniels for the final sale at this point we 
went into town to arrange transportation 
south through Georgia into Florida. 

September 14. Departed Charleston this 
morning, with Savannah first stop. Here 
we spent the balance of the day with Lieut. 
(j.g.) H. A. Jones, better known in racing 
circles as "Jimmie,” son of Ben of Calumet. 
Jimmie has been training GI horses for 
eighteen or twenty-mile jaunts at the walk 
up and down the beaches and is afraid his 
ability to train anything that goes faster 
than a trot has been impaired. 

September 15. After a night with Jim¬ 
mie and Peggy Jones I headed south to 
Brunswick, where we shall sell sixty-odd 
horses, and thence to Jacksonville, to see 
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some prospective buyers. Went down to 
St. Augustine, covering some of our old 
territory, finding stables all gone, barracks 
torn down and our old crew literally scat¬ 
tered over the seven seas. Headed north, 
arriving at Beaufort, South Carolina, late 
tonight. 

September 17. Yesterday 1 was loafing 
after lunch on the porch of the home of 
Lieut. Ed McTeer, once famous as the 
nemesis of all the rum runners of South 
Carolina before the war changed Sheriff 
McTeer into a Coast Guard officer, when 
along comes a smart looking Marine, none 
other than John M. Dorsey, who, in better 
times handles the sale of the Vordemberge 
saddlery products around the racetracks 
and shows. John was keen for news of 
Maryland horse affairs, he now being as¬ 
signed as an instructor in marksmanship 
at Parris Island, where he taught Jackie 
Bosley and Pete Reid among other "boots.” 

September 18. Covered a few miles to¬ 
day, having left Beaufort early this morn¬ 
ing and traveled thence, through Charles¬ 
ton, Georgetown and on to Wilmington, 
North Carolina. We stopped en route to 
see the old race course at Myrtle Beach, 
where Col. John Wall has summered for 
so many years. This is a wonderful piece of 
beach. Went out to the Fairgrounds to see 
the horses we will sell tomorrow. 

September 19. Back at Charleston to¬ 
night, after selling some fifty-odd horses 
for about $80 apiece, which was a fair 
price. The horses went to twirty-two buy¬ 
ers. 

September 22. Have got back to that 
charming old town of Beaufort, S. C., to¬ 
night, after going down into Georgia, to 
Brunswick, and selling off fifty more 
horses there today, the average being ninety 
dollars. Brunswick is a booming town with 
lots of money around from the shipyards 
just now. 

September 23. The job of selling the 
surplus Coast Guard horses was finished 
this afternoon. I got to Charleston this 
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Glenwood Tribute by Colynie Kmblem out of 
I^ancaster’s 27.

noon and there we disposed of a hundred 
head for about seventy dollars a round. 
Many of this lot went to hunters who want 
deer ponies. This is written in the train 
en route back home. 

September 27. Spent the past few days 
around Washington, with side trips to 
Laurel and today went down to Front Royal 
to see about another sale there. Had a 
pleasant visit with Dean Bedford and 
Johnny Pons, both Majors in the Remount 
branch of the Quartermaster Corps and 
with Capt. Alf Allen who is Animal Of¬ 
ficer. There are some good young animals 
in the offering this time. Rumors are thick 
that the Depot will close. 

September 29. Came up to New York 
last night, getting out to Belmont Park 
early this morning. Had numerous jobs to 
attend to here, including making arrange¬ 
ments for shipping some horses down to 
Kentucky for various owners in Maryland. 
Saw some good racing and many Mary¬ 
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land horsemen, including Lieut. Alfred 
Vanderbilt, who is taking some leave after 
unpleasant months in the South Pacific. 
Lee McCoy has made his boss’ visit the 
more pleasant with some good winnings 
this year. 

September 30. Left New York last night 
and came down to Laurel, and thence, with 
Adolphe Pons, to Front Royal, via Wash¬ 
ington. Stopped at Middleburg for dinner, 
this little town being a bustling metropolis 
on a Saturday night. 

October 2. Yesterday we went over the 
horses to be sold and picked out a few that 
might suit various would-be purchasers. 
Saw some good lead-pony prospects and 
some attractive yearlings. These were all 
sold today, with a general average of 
$100.17 obtained for the 250 sold. The 
Trace Call filly at $1,425 helped the sale 
a lot, as did a Battleship colt that Doc Allen 
bought. We got George Widener a lead 
pony, and a hunter prospect for Delamere 
Akehurst as well as a hack for Fifi Leser, 
all of which head for Maryland tomorrow. 
The sale was a good one except for draft 
stock which are a drug on the market any¬ 
where. 

October 3. Returned home today, via 
Washington and Laurel, where it was cold 
and raw though the crowd does not seem 
to mind that. Checked the entries in to¬ 
morrow’s Maryland Futurity, six of the 
eight being by the Brann sire, ^Challenger 
11 . 

October 4. Went down to Laurel today 
to see R. A. ’’Dickie” Johnson’s Petee Dee 
win the Maryland Futurity over Chal¬ 
lenging, of the Brann entry. The Petee- 
Wrack colt ran a good race to win. 

October 8. After being in Washington 
all week it was pleasant to get away this 
afternoon to drive to Bel Air to meet Mrs. 
R. H. Heighe and her new Stud Manager, 
Fred Ellis at Prospect Hill Stud, where 
many winners have been produced over the 
past fifteen years. The young stock by 
Zayin impressed me with their evenness 
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and good quality. It looks as though this 
son of Neddie will get some runners. Old 
*Aethelstan and Purple Knight are in fine 
bloom, as are the weanlings, which are a 
well made lot in the main. 

October 13. Desk work at Washington 
has held me for the past several days, but 
today I am in the Blue Grass, taking a 
couple of days or ''leave in transit,” our 
final destination being Fort Robinson, 
Nebraska, where there are 1100 odd horses 
and seventy-five mules for sale. Have 
spent the day looking at horses, of course, 
most of it with Thomas B. Cromwell, 
though we had time for a visit with Editor 
Estes at The Blood-Horse this afternoon. 
Tonight I have been visiting Ivor Balding 
and Sylvester Veitch at the C. V. Whitney 
Farm. 

October 14. Got an early start with Rob¬ 
ert Sterling Clark and Trainer Vince Mara 
this morning, with Hamburg Place first 
stop. Here Jimmy Clyburn had galloped 
the seven Clark yearlings he has broken so 
well. They look like having some runners 
among them. Came back to town to attend 
the meeting of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America and then headed out for Harrie 
Scott’s to see the Clark mares and foals. 
Then went to see old Man o’ War and his 
sprightly son. War Admiral on the way 
to have a look at Firethorn at Walter Jef¬ 
fords’ place. The stallions are all in good 
order, the old sire still being full of vigor. 
Leslie Combs’ was the next stopping place, 
where more mares and foals were inspected 
as well as a few of the Combs stallions. 
Thence we drove to the C. V. Whitney 
place to see that grand little horse * Mah¬ 
moud, and rugged old Boojum. The former 
had some grand looking yearlings in the 
lot Sylvester Veitch showed us, the same 
being true, in lesser number of Boojum. 
Colonel Whitney, down for a day to see 
his yearlings gallop, joined us at the stal¬ 
lion stables with Manager Ivor Balding. 

October 15. This morning we first vis¬ 
ited Keeneland, to see a yearling breeze, 
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then stopped at Calumet to pay homage to 
Whirlaway, Bull Lea, Chance Play, Pen¬ 
sive, Sun Again and the rest of that fine 
collection of Thoroughbreds that Warren 
Wright has at his Blue Grass farm. Whirl¬ 
away is a tremendously impressive stallion 
now, though he has lost some of his much 
publicized tail. He has always been a fault¬ 
lessly constructed horse, but now, with a 
stud season behind him, the son of * Blen¬ 
heim and Dustwhirl, has at once become 
the mature stallion, and is reportedly sure 
with his mares. 

From Calumet we drove over to one of 
our most favoured stopping places. Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm, a spot we 
have spent many an hour at since first visit¬ 
ing there in 1923. As usual Olin Gentry 
was our host, and, as usual, a fine lot of 
mares and young horses did Olin have for 
us to see, not to speak of grand old Blue 
Larkspur, brilliant young Bimelech, or the 
Galbreath pair. Best Seller and Bless Me, 
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the former a big rugged horse and the lat¬ 
ter a smooth, well turned sort. Like all 
other farms Idle Hour is feeling the pinch 
of labor shortage, but Olin still keeps the 
place in beautiful condition, besides pro¬ 
ducing the usual excellent brand to racing 
stock that have sported the green and white 
for thirty-odd years. Back to town for a 
visit with Phil McCann and then to the sta¬ 
tion, headed for Cincinnati and Chicago.
